throea of a terrific hangover," GARNER explained that he -* 
has had a oontinual drinking problem for the paat few years 
in that he has from time to time "gone on drinking sprees" - 
for periods lasting several days in duration, 

GARNER at this time acknowledged that he was 
previously on one of his "drunks" from a period beginning 
about March 22, 1968 through about March 30, 1968 whioh 
inoluded the first week that the man known to him as ERIC S. 
GAUT resided at the rooming house operated by GARNER at 
113 • 14th Street, N,E,, Atlanta, Georgia, y 

, OARNER said tKat despite his being in the throaa 
of a hangover resulting from his most reoent drinking 
binge, ha now felt able to again reoount -his recollections 
of his oontaots with "OAUT". OARNER provided the following 
Informations

GARNER began drinking in his room at 107 - 14th 
Street about Friday, Maroh 22 , 1968 . On Sunday afternoon, 
before darkness (exact time unknown but possibly between 
3t00 and 4 1 00 p«nu) tha man whom ha later knew as ERIC S« 

OALT appeared at OARNER' s door. OARNER said he now believes 
the door to his room was open, and that he (OARNER) was 
•itting in a ohalr in his room in a drunken condition. 

OARNER recalls that "OAIiT" Inquired regarding obtaining 
• room. At the time the rooming house at 113 - 

lath Street, N.S, had been olosed for sometime possibly 
three or four weeks. This rooming house had been olosed 
booause it had beocroe "infested with 'hippies 1 " and the ' 
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only way, he 'could get them to move from the rooming house was 
to doss' It up. When "QALT" asked for a single room, there 
was no single room available In the rooming house at 107 - 14th 
Street, N.E. so he deolded to put "GALT" In the rooming house at 
113 - 14th Street, N.B. Aooordingly, "OALT" was the first 
roomer In this rooming house for several weeks. - 



OARNER now recalls that "GALT" produoed a partly ~ % 
oonsuraed quart or fifth size bottle of vodka. This bottle was 
square In shape but the brand name >eould not be recalled. He 
believes he may have had a drink with "GALT" In his (GARNER' s) 
room at 107 - 14th Street, N.E. after whioh he accompanied 
."GALT" to the rooming house next door where he showed "GALT" 
room, number 2. When "GALT" stated that the room was quite v 
small, OARNER opened the door connecting with room number 4 
whioh is utilized normally as a storage room and which hi no 
windows. OARNER told "QALT" he oould use the connecting room 
and at this time there was some mention made that "QALT" 
would put his television set on the desk >ln room number 4 
as well as other articles belonging to "GALT". GARNER reoalls 
that the oonnectlng door is equipped with a hasp and padloolc 
and that he (GARNER) upon unlocking and opening this door, . 
replaoed the padlociq Unlocked) on the hasp. GARNER said he 
did not see the television or other items belonging to "GALT" 
at this time and has no clear recollection of ever seeing any 
of "OALT's" possession prior to "GAIff's" departure from this 
address. . 

• OARNER also recalls that "GALT" left the partly 
oonsumed bottle of vodka with OARNER and that after showing 
"GALT" to his room, OARNER returned to 107 -14th Street, N.B. 
where he continued to drink.

He said the vodka bottle .was undoubtedly thrown 
away in the trash.

garner states that he is unable to recall any of the 
conversations he may have had with "OALT." When specifically 
-asked whether "QALT" had stated how he happened to pick this 
particular rooming house; where he had oome from; whether he 
had made inquiries about places to eat, laundry and dryc leaning 
facilities or servloe to his automobile, OARNER said he oannot* 
recall any conversation concerning these or similar matters. 







Ho reltoratod that his oontact with "GALT" on this occasion is . very 

hazy because of his intoxicated condition, .

At this point, GARNER stated that information previously 
provided to Agents concerning having obtained "GALT's" name at 
the time of Initial oontaot was probably erroneous beoause he '• 
now recalls that he did not have "GALT" write his name at this ‘■ l> 
time but that this was done a week later on March 31, 1908, when 
"GALT" paid GARNER for a seoond week's rent in advance. 



GARNER said that he oontinued Us drinking activities 
on through the week of March 24, 1968 'Bed did not begin to 
sober up until the following weekend. Be cannot clearly recall 
any of his notions during this week but has « hazy recollection 
of going to "QALT's" rooa at 113 - 14th Street, -N.B. about 
Tuesday night and of again having some drinks with "GALT” in this 
room. Be states that-he cannot reoall any ‘of the conversations 
. * with "GAIT at this time and he does not reoall observing any of the 

• ltecs that might have been in room number 2. Be does not recall , 
why he happened to go to the room but suspected that he may have 
been "oheoklng the building" and just dropped in to visit with 
'GALT" when he discovered he was In the rooa. He believes this 
was Tuesday night, Maroh 26, 1668, but is not sure of tte. 



GARNER also stated that sometime during the first week 
possibly on Wednesday, he reoalls walking across the street from 
his residence to Postal Sub 8tatlon C for the purpose of buying , 
sons envelopes. Be said that he was still In a drunken 
oondltlon but hazily reoalls encountering a young man approximately 
20 years of age In front of the Poet Offloe who odhosed GARNER 
by name. .This unknown individual asked GARNER a quostion to the 
* effect "Who w*s the man X eaw you with last night In the 
white llustapg?" GARNER said thla suggested to him that he had 

E osslbly gone with 'GALT" somewhere in 'GALT's" automobile while 
e (GARNER) was dead drunk but although he haa tried to reoall 
suoh an inoldent, he oannot reoall ever being In "GALT'e" oar. 
GARNER was specif ioaljy <*ieatlon*d at thla point as to whether he 
haa any frlenda or aoqualntanooa residing in the vicinity of 
Highland View Street, Ponce de Leon Terraoe and Barnett 8treet, 

H.K, GARNER said that he did not hnow anyone In that neighborhood 
and oannot reoall having vlalted that neighbxhood on any oooaelon 
In the reoent past. 
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&3rcrfcl effort* were nado to encourage GARNER to 
recall additional information oonoornlng the unknown man who 
questioned bln concerning being in the white Mustang, but • - 
he repeatedly stated that he just does not know this person but 
feat It is possibly soneone who has been a patron at one of the ~ 
restaurants ifaioh GARNER has operated in the past* . 



GARNER recalls no further contact with "GALT" until 
Sunday, March 31, 1968. At this tine GARNER had "begun to 
sober up" and wont to the rooming house at 113 - 14th Street, 

N.B. to oheck the rooms, Be said he does thle frequently to 
be sure that the "hippies" hare not again invaded these prenlses. 

On this occasion, ho encountered "GALT" in thehall. At this 
tine, "GALT" said "he night as well pay kin for another wook." 

GARNER said that he did not enter "GALT’s" roon at this tins 
but picked up anenr«J.o pe which was lying on the table 
in the hall and it was at this time he had "GALT" print his 
tame thereon with the view of transferring the nans to his 
pornanent reoords when GARNER returned to his own roon. GARNER •• 
said he knows he was paid in oash but does rot recall the denomination 
of the bills or any further conversation with "GALT" at this ttc<r;

GARNER said that he ronalned in a sober condition from 
March 31 until the beginning of his most recent drinking spree 
on April 19, 1968. Be is, accordingly, sure that he did not 
ees "GALT" again after he was paid on Sunday, March 31, 1968. , 

Be said he nay hare seen "GALT’s" autoaobile parked in the 
rear of 113 - 14th Street, H.K. at rarious times daring the 
week, but oould not be positive and does not recall any 
epeoiflo dates. Be noted' that he does not recall ever seeing . 

* "OALT's" oar parked in the parking lot behind the rocailng house 
when GARNER returned froa his restaurant to 14th Street about 
4:00 p.u. Be said that when and if he saw the car, it la. hla 
best reoollectlon that it Would hare been during the early 
■ornlng hours when he left to go to the restaurant or possibly 
late in the evening,. Be etated he retains the impression that 
"GALT" left the rooming house eonetlae in the nornlng and 
would not return until quite late la the evening. Be oonceded * 
that It is possible that the oar *ay have been absent from the 
rooming house for periods of two or three days while HALT" was 
» tenant there. « r; >

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GARNER related that on. Friday, April 5, l'.?68, he 
went to his restaurant at 1052 Northside iwrive, H.W. about * ' 

5:30 in the morning. He reuainod at that rostaurant until about 
10:00 a.n. n't which time he returned to the rooming houses 
on 14th Street for the purpose of getting the linen ready to be 
picked up by an employee of the Atlanta Linen Company which 
performs the laundry services for GARNER. GARNER stated that 
when help is available, he usually takes one of the female 
employees from the restaurant whon ho goes to the rooming 
houses on Friday to change the linen. He recalled, howover, 
that on Friday, Apdl 6, 1968, he was "short of help" at the 
restaurant and, accordingly, went alone* to get the linen. He 
believes he could have arrived at the rooming house between 
10:00 and 10:30 a;m. at which time the driver for the Atlanta 
Linen Company was waiting for him. GARNER said he went to 
all of the occupied^ rooms and took the linen fromthe beds. 

Upon entering room number 2 at 113 — 14th Street, N.K., he 
observed that the bed was made up but from the appearance of 
the bed it looked as though someone had been lying on top of 
the spread. He found on top of the bed a note possibly written 
on a piece of cardboard of the type placed in sh iris by the 
laundry. This note was apparently from "GALT" -and although 
he cannot recall the exact wording, stated something to the 
effect that "GALT" had to go to Birmingham and would return 
in about a week to pick-up his television and/or property. 
GARNER said be tossed the note in the wage can in the room and 
obtained the'*linen from the bed which he turned over to the 
employee of the Atlanta Linen Company. . .. * 



Vhlle.in the room,, he observed that the door 
connecting room number 2 and the adjacent storage room had been 
locked but he did not enter the room at this time to determine 
what property had been left there by 'GALT". Sometime later, 
he did enter the room and noted that a television 6et was In the 
room along with miscellaneous items which he cannot specifically 
recall that were lying on the desk in the room. 



GARNER said that he has not received any word or 
comatunication from "GALT" concerning the property left there. 

He cannot recall seeing "GALT" talk to any of the other roomers 
at either of the rooming houses andfcnows nothing ooncernlng any 
of "GALT's" activities while he resided at this address. He is 
certain that "GALT" did’ not mention having been referred to this . 
rooming house by anyone and feels that he would have recalled this 
even though he was in an intoxicated addition during m great 
portion of the time "GALT" resided there.
